HANDCUFFS AND SHACKLES 
FOR INSANE AMERICAN SOLDIERS.

Gen. Otis Sends a Strange Request From Manila 
to the War Department at Washington. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 26.—A requst recently received at the War Depart- 
ment from Gen. Otis at Manila for 1000 pairs of handcuffs and 200 pairs of leg 
shackles, to be sent, at the earliest posible momem, has puzzled the officials. They 
are for use on our own soldiers, especially for the large number whose reason has 
given way under the heat and the stress of war, and who have to be handcuffed 
and sometimes shackled to prevent them from escaping or doing themselves bodily 
injury. | 

Another hot of insane soldiers is now on the way to Washington from San 
Francisco to join the growing colony of their comrades confined at St. Kiizabeth’s, 
the Government asylum for the insane. 

An employe of the Surgeon-General’s office, who has just returned from Ma- 
nalia, says that the percentage of insanity among the troops serving in the Phil- 
ywpines is alarming, and that those who reach this country are only the most aggra- 
vated cases. 

It is a common thing at rollcall, he asserts, to see aman acting strangely, and 
he is at once turned over to the Surgeon. A few days inthe hosmtal or gruard tent 
sometimes brings him around, but if he is violent and the insamity among the 
soldiers usually takes this form, he is turned over to the authorities at Manila 
Then if he does not recover in a reasonable time he ts sent to St. iizabeths. A 
number of soldiers are undergoing punishment in the Pliiuppines fer intraction of 
the rules, but such prisoners are rarely handcuffed.
